09/03/97 AWB# 9009186406 

This shipment was sent from JFK to South Plainfield, NJ. The shipment was loaded into a 
container at JFK and sent by truck to Newark, NJ. The package was discovered at 
Newark by the Ramp Supervisor to have been opened and the contents removed. Prior to 
being loaded in the container at JFK the shipment was inspected by Security. This 
indicates the shipment had to have been violated at JFK by personnel assigned to load the 
containers. 


09/03/97 AWB# 9000186491 

This shipment was sent from JFK to Moonachie, NJ. The shipment was inspected by 
Security and loaded into container #AAA3439 for transport via truck to NJ. The container 
is sealed at JFK and inspected upon arrival at the service center. The shipment was missing 
from the container. The container is in the process of being loaded for three to four hours 
and it is only at that point the shipment could be stolen. Again only the JFK personnel 
assigned to load the containers would have the opportunity to take the shipment. 


09/17/97 AWB# 8935245863 

This shipment was sent from JFK to London, UK. The shipment was inspected by 
Security and loaded into container AAU95131 for transport via British Air to London. 
The shipment was found open in the container upon arrival at the airport (LHR) in 
London. In this instance the container is a curtain type and is not sealed. The most likely 
personnel responsible for the loss are those at JFK who load the containers due to the fact 
that they have knowledge of the contents. In addition the packages tend to be buried 
among hundreds of other packages making it difficult for anyone to locate the package. 


10/03/97 AWB# 7417744736 & AWB# 7417744740 

These two packages were loaded into a container (AMA8395LH) destined for Cologne, 
Germany. The two packages were inspected by security and brought to the container for 
loading by DHL personnel. The boxes contained various types of gold jewelry including 
740 forty gold crosses in individual boxes. These two boxes were discovered in a 
container sent to Newark, NJ. inside a green letter bag that contained three other letter 
bags (empty) with marking indicating they were from JFK. The boxes had been cut open 
and contents removed. The only way these boxes could have been put in the NJ container 
was by JFK personnel assigned to the container loading area. 


10/07/97 AWB# 9009196490 & AWB# 9009197002 

These two packages were loaded into a truck for transport to Boston. Security inspected 
the shipments prior to there being loaded into the truck. These shipments were not 
scanned as arrived at Boston. The truck is sealed by security and inspected upon arrival by 
the Operations Supervisor at Boston. These shipments are handled by DHL personnel 
loading the truck at JFK. 
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11/12/97 AWB# 7478861810 & AWB# 7490527310 
These two packages were loaded at JFK into Container #AAU95081BA for transport to 


LHR via British Air. Security inspected the boxes prior to there being loaded into the 


container. Upon arrival at LHR shipment #810 was found to have been opened and 
contents removed. Shipment #310 was found to have been opened but the contents 
appeared to be intact. The personnel loading the container at JFK would have the most 
opportunity to open and steal the contents. 


The shipments described herein are shipped under an internal security process titled “CTS” 
which is “Controlled Transit Shipment”. The shipments are monitored and inspected at 
origin, transit points and destination. The Security Officers assigned to JFK monitor 
closely the movement of these shipments and for that reason it has been determined that 


the thefts took place at DHL’s JFK Gateway.
